Wuy vo Men resist THE TruTH.—Surely not 
because it is not sufficiently supported by evi- 
dence ; nor because it is contradictory to the expe- 
rience of man, and the facts of Providence ; for as 
we believe, there is nothing more demonstrable 
than that the system of doctrine which, by way of 
distinction, is termed Calvinistic, is clearly de- 
rived from God’s Word, and is, in all its features, 
accordant with the history of man. It evinces its 
truth by comprising the most just descriptions of 
the character and government of God, and the most 
just portraiture of the state and condition of man. 
It is rejected then, neither because it is unsus- 
tained by direct evidence, or unsupported by our 
own personal experience. The true reasons of its 
unacceptableness, however, are éasily detected. 

_ The first is that it is not properly understood. 
Thus the ignorance of men may induce a dislike to 
clearly revealed truth. How can they embrace 
what they have never seriously or accurately com- 
prehended? Early prejudice may have closed 
their eyes to the true doctrine, and induced them 
to condemn it without examination; or false in- 
struction may have pre-occupied their mind with 
another and contrary system, and led them to take 
distorted and abhorrent*views of the true one. In 
such cases the truth is disliked and discarded, be- 
cause from being viewed through a misty and dis- 
coloured medium, it has appeared unreasonable and 
abhorrent. We are far from saying that such 
_ ignorance is excusable, however, under particular 
circumstances it may be palliated, for God has 
rendered no man’s ignorance in this respect, ne- 
-cessary and unavoidable ; but, on the contrary, has 
placed the means of information within his reach, 
and has directed him to their proper use. 

But whatever may be the influence of ignorance 
in the rejection of the truth, its agency is extreme- 
ly small when compared with.another and more ; 

_ potent cause—we mean the unsanctified pride of 
the human heart. This opposes the truth, for the 
simple reason that the truth opposes it. ‘They 

‘ cannot dwell together ; at the very moment of their 
contact there is war, and if one gains possession of 
the heart, it must be by the expulsion of the other. 
Truth reigns in the heart when pride is humbled ; 
but by the ascendancy of pride, truth is cast aside 
and contemned. All who have cordially adopted 
that humbling scheme of doctrine which is em- 
bodied in the constitutional standards of the Pres- 
byterian Church, must have been sensible of the 
resistance which faith at every step, has had to 
encounter. Pride has suggested its objections, 
its absolute repugnance, and its indignant refusal 
to accede.. ‘* What,’ we have been accustomed to 

- gay, ‘shall man who is the most dignified part of 
God’s lower creation, have no prominence in the 
scheme of religion, except that which he derives 
from his unparalleled iniquity and misery? Must 
he be dependent for salvation on an election of 
God, which is not determined by any foreseen 
merit? Must he submit to the degrading portrai- 
ture which is drawn in the Bible of his degenerate 

state, and acknowledge its truth? Must he de- 
pend exclusively on the Spirit of God for his con- 
version and sanctification? Must all his oblica- 
tions to divine justice be discharged through the 
instrumentality of another? Must he be held up 
before the universe as depraved, helpless, and de- 
pendent Such doctrines with all’their humiliat- 
ing details are so adverse: to human “pride, that 
they are in no case received without a struggle, 
and without a saerifice of that self-esteem in which 
all men naturaily indulge.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. - 
Text ‘Book of Ecclesiastical History; by J. C. J. 
: Gieseler, Doctor of Philosophy and Theology, 
and Professor of Theology in Gottingen. Trans- 
lated from the Third German Edition; by 
. Francis Cunningham. Philadelphia, 1836, 
Carey, Lea & Blanchard, 8vo. 3 vols. pp. 382, 
The appearance of this work is highly credi- 
table to the American press, and the translator 
and publishers will alike receive the thanks of the 
student of Ecclesiastical History for this impor- 
tant addition to his means of knowledge. It pro- 
fesses to be a Text Book, and so it ‘is, for the text 
although it presents a clear and continuous view 
of the history of the Church is exceedingly com- 
pressed, and the main body of the work consists 
of copious citations in the form of notes, from the 
original authorities. These full and apposite ex- 
tracts, instead of bare references, afford a de- 
sirable opportunity to the student, of judging: for 
himself on the various topics which are presented 
‘in the text. They display also the immense re- 
search and learning of the writer who undertakes 
to be the guide of others in this department.of 
theological education. ‘The arrangement of the 
work is obvious and natural, and much to be pre- 
ferred to the old division into centuries. The 
three volumes already published bring down the 
history of the Church to the Reformation, and a 
fourth which has not yet appeared, will bring it 
down to the present time. The history thus far 
published is divided into Five Periods with subordi- 
nate divisions. ‘Thus for instance, the Second

Protestant Jesuitism, by A Protestant. New York, 
1836, Harper & Brothers, 12mo. pp. 295.

the author is right in much of his reasoning. We 
deplore with him, that every man feels himself a‘ 
liberty to set up as a reformer, and to spend his 
time in whining, canting, dogmatising, and last, 
though not least, denouncing his betters. We 
agree too, that the Temperance cause has been 
materially, and we are afraid, incurably injured, 
by indiscreet advocates, who by their grandilo- 
quent boastings, extreme theories, and universal 
denunciations, have produced a recoil, and enlisted 
against them the common sense of a Jarge portron 
of the community. If a man has a distillery or 
brewery, he is denounced as a murderer, if a man 
drinks wine, he is an incipient drunkard; alcohol 
is malum in se, and one drop is poison, as well as 
a gallon; all who differ from the prevalent theory, 
are denounced publicly, and even by name, with 
| the view of destroying their reputation; and by 
such extreme measures, the more discreet are 
alarmed, and withdraw their aid. All this is 
done by any individual or society without respon- 
sibility. Under the supposition of aiding a good 
cause, we have often seen one man uttering an 
extravagancy, and another emulating him by utter- 
ing a still greater one. This is true in an eminent 
degree of the Temperance cause. We would 
Say, let every man abstain from intoxicating 
drinks, because the use of them may insidiously 
lead to the habit of intoxication. This is tangible 
ground, and when justly presented will operate 
well. But this ground is deserted, and a much 
higher one assumed, that wine cannot be drunk 
without sin, even at the communion table. 
We can agree also with the author, that all 
benevolent and religious operations would be 
safer in the hands of the Church, as_ then 
there would be an authority by which the ex- 
travagancies of heated zealots might be repressed. 
| While therefore, we seriously object to some of 
the statements, and many of the expressions in 
this book, we commend it for the vigour of its 
style, and for some wholesome truth which it con- 
tains.

rian Church. A recent attack of this kind has 
led to the publication of this sermon. The follow- 
ing extract from the Preface well illustrates the 
unchanging integrity of the author. 


“The author has also been stigmatized as a 

bigot.; and his sentiments have been misrepresent- 
ed. He has determined to publish this sermon 
that it may appear on what grounds this accusa- 
tion rests. His sentiments are at present what 
they were when he delivered the discourse; and 
in his review of it, he has found no occasion to 
alter a single acntiment. It is what it was, when 
he uttered it before the General Assembly. - 
“If bigotry consist in urging the observance of 
constitutional principles ; if it consist in pressing 
the fulfillment of voluntary and sacred engage- 
ments ; if it consist in studying the peace and 
purity of the Church; then must the author ac- 
knowledge himself to be a bigot; and such a bigot 
he hopes to live and die. In that spurious libe- 
rality which allows a man, in expectation of doing 
good, to profess to believe what he does not be- 
lieve; which allows him to preach doctrines in- 
consistent with the Creed of his Church, and to 
violate hig. own voluntary and sacred engage- 
ments; which allows him to disturb the peace 
of the Church, he has promised to study and pre- 
serve: in thia spurious liberality he desires to 
have no fellowship. He has not imbibed enough 
of the spirit of the nineteenth century to regard it 
as a duly to violate mora} obligations.” 


The Discourse itself, although preached so 
many years since, has all the freshness and appro- 
priateness of a recent production, and we are per- 
suaded our readers will feel obliged to us for the 
long extract which we subjoin. It 1s only to be 
lamented that the just views expressed by a wise 
and true friend of the Church at so early a period, 
had not been followed immediately by strenuous 
efforts to ward off the threatening evil, when such 
efforts would have been attended with success. 
Now, however, we are left to weep over the deso- 
lations of Zion. | 


“Can two walk together, except they be 
agreed ?” It is the voice of inspiration: and 
our fathers well appreciated the maxim im- 
plied in this interrogatory, when they adopt- 
ed the Confession of Faith, as the basis of 
union in ourchurch. Anoble document!* Itcon- 
tains the glorious doctrines of the reformation ; 
doctrines, that have, in every age, been signally 
owned and blest by God; doctrines, by the 


preaching of which the Presbyterian Church in 
this conntry, waa. planted, and watered, and inade 


to flourish; doctrines fully believed and embraced 
by Tennent, and Davis, and Finley, and Wither- 
spoon, and Rodgers, and other divines of emi- 
nence in our Church, who have gone to receive 
their reward in heaven. 

The Confession of Faith, let it be observed, 
constitutes the term, not of Christian but of min- 
islerial and official communion; because a greater 
diversity of sentiments may consist with the 
peace of a church, among private members, than 
among its ministers and other officers. f 

This is laid down as a principle, in the intro- 


* The Confession of Faith was drawn up about 170 
years ago in England, by the Assembly of Divines. In 
that day there appeared in the Church a constellation 
of great men. Among divines was found a more pro. 
found knowledge of theological subjects, as well as a 
more intimate acquaintance with the original languages 
in which the Scriptures were written, than can be 
found at present among the ministers of the Presbyte- 
rian Church. Yet to justify a departure from this cor- 
rect and admirable exhibition of divine truth, indivi- 
duals, who have professed to receive and udopt it as 
the Confession of their Faith, plead that it was com- 
posed nearly 200 years ago, at a time when the Church 
did not enjoy the light which they possees. They 
imagine that they have made new discoveries in theo- 
logy. But were they better read in ecclesiastical his- 
tory, they would learn that their new discoveries were 
known to the Fathers of our Church, and refuted by 
them as errors. 

It is also alleged that the philosophy of the human 
mind was not known, at the time when the Confession 
of Faith was framed ; as if the knowledge of this branch 
of philosophy were necessary to understand doctrines 
of pure revelation : such as the relation which mankind 
sustain to Adam as their federal head, and the effects 
of this relation! “In all cases,’? observes an able 
writer, “so far as the views of common sense extend, 
they are exactly accordant with the Scriptures. Phi- 
losophy has opposed the Scriptures often; common 
sense never.” ‘The common people in Christian 
countries have generally, when Icft to themselves, ad- 
hered to the genuine scheme of the Gospel: while the 
numerous heresies, which have disturbed the church, 
and misled mankind, have been, almost without excep- 
tion the offspring uf Philosophy.” (Dwicur’s Sermons, 
vol. 1. p. 336.) “ Beware,” is the caution ofan inspired 
apostle “lest any man spoil you through philosophy 
and vain deceit, after the traditions of men, after the 
rudiments of the world, and not after Christ.” 


+ That the Confession of Faith is not proposed as 
the terms of Christian communion, appears clcarly 
from the following considerations. . 

I. The 5th section in the introduction referred to, is 
thus expressed: “hat while under conviction of the 
above principle, they think 1t necessary to make effec- 
tual provision, that all who are admitted as Teachers 
be sound in the faith; they also believe, that there are 
truths and forms, with respect to which men of 
characters and principles may differ; and in all these, 
they think it the duty both of private Christians and 
societies, to exercise mutual forbearance toward each 
other.” This article states two points: the forbear- 
ance that ought to be mutually exercised by private 
Christians and by different societies;. and the neces- 
sity of securing soundness of faith in the Teachers 
of our Church. The necessity of the particular de- 
gree of soundness in the faith contemplated is restricted 
to Teachers. 

II. The Constitution of our Church no where di- 
rects us, by any specified questions, such as are pro- 
posed to Teachers and Elders, to require candidates 
for the communion tv profess to receive and adopt the 
Confession of Faith. 

III. In the form relative to the administration of 
baptism, ministers are directed to recommend to pa- 
rents, for their direction and assistance in teaching 
their children, “ the Confession of Faith, &c.,” as an 
excellent summary of the principles of our holy reli- 
gion, adopted by our Church for this purpose; but they | 
are not directed to require parents to profess, to re- 
ceive and adopt the Confession of Faith as the confes.

Thus it appears that the distinction, stated in the 
Introduction, between Teachers and private Chris- 
tians, is maintained throughout our Book; and suffi- 
cient evidence is exhibited in support of the observa- 
tion, “* That the Confession of Faith constitutes the 
terms, not of Christian, but of ministerial and official 
communion.”

If 
these are constitutional principles let no Presby- 
terian Minister or Elder be offended with the ex- 
hibition of them. ‘The apology pleaded hy the 
venerable apostle, “Am I, therefore, become 
your enemy because I tell you the truth?” I 
would hope to be unnecessary to conciliate the 
favour of any of my brethren. eo . 
That difference in sentiment does prevail in 
different sections of our Church, and that oceur-. 
rences unfriendly to its peace have sprung from 
it; I shall not affect to conceal.” Nor shall } de- 
ny that the principles stated have a bearing on 
this unhappy difference. Indeed 1 would Fope 
that a remedy has been exhibited for the evil. 
Let every Minister and Elder adhere faithfully to 
these principles; and all the unpleasant conse- 
quences to be apprehended from difference in 
theological views will be arrested, Let every 
minister compare his sentiments with the Cor- 
fession of Faith; and, if he find that he has de- 
parted from it in any of his sentiments, let him 
remember his engagements, and impose silence 
on himself in- regard to those particulars.

If this poor objection were well-founded, it is obvi- 
ous to remark that the objection is no proof of their 
non-existence in our Constitution; and if they are 
really incorporated in that important instrument, every 
Teacher and Officer in the Presbyterian Church, by 
adopting this Constitution, has bound himself to ob- 


But the objection is unfounded. No restraint is 
laid on free inquiry. It is the duty of every Teacher 
in our Church to try all sentiments by the Holy Scrip- 
tures, which alone she regards as the infallible stan- 
dard of truth; and should any one see cause to change 
his belief, and wish liberty to preach doctrines in- 
consistent with our Confession of Faith, she is ready to 
open the door for his dismission and release from his 
obligation.

In the next place we would observe that certain 


furnish just ground of alarm to the charch. We 
will not undertake to say how much of this ergor 
may consist in unusual phraseology, nor how fat 
it may arise frdm incorrect theological views. 
The mysticism of words has often been sufficient 
to raise separating walls between brethren. Yet 
whether the error consist principally in words or 
things, it is not to our churches a matter of indif- 
ference. Words are understood to stand for 
things, and the erroneous phraseology of a writer 
or speaker is calculated to lead his hearers or 


vert the faith of the purest churches. 

The points of error, which we think the most 
dangerous to us, relate to original sin,—regenera- 
tion,—justification by the righteousnegs of Christ 
—and the ability of the creature. 

The doctrine of the Presbyterian church touch- 
ing original sin has always been—that our first 
parents, by their first act of disobedience, fell from 
their original righteousness and communion with 
God; and so became dead in sin and wholly defiled in 
all the faculties of soul and body—and they being 
the root of all mankind, the guilt of this sin was 
imputed, and the same death in sin and corrupted 
nature conveyed to all descending from them bg 
ordinary generation,—and that from this original 
corruption wheteby we are utterly indisposed, 
disabled and made opposite to all good, and indlin- 
ed to all evil, do proceed all actual transgressions. 
We deeply regret to see a phraseology uséd on 
this subject, which is calculated to subvert the 
doctrine of our Confession of Faith; and as we 
believe, of the sacred Scriptures. Such ds origi- 
nal sin is no sin, but a mere tendency to sin, which 
in itself is not sinful ;—the posterity of Adam are 
in no sense yuilty of, or liable for, his fitst sin, — 
and that men are born innocent and withont any 
moral character, &c. Whatever explanations 
may be given of such language by those who use 
it, we cannot but view it as calculated to intro- 
duce ruifious error into our church, if used by 
Presbyterian ministers. 

On the subject of regeneration,—Synod most 
teetify against all modes of expression which im- 
ply that regeneration consists in a change of the 
governing purpose by the creature, or ina holy 
act, or series of acts of the creature, and not in 
the mighty working of the exceeding greatness of 
the divine power in new-creating the soul, and 
enabling it to put forth holy exercises; or that re- 
generation is, in any proper sense, the work of 
any creature but of God only. 

We are very much grieved by observing a ten- 
dency in many modern writings to introduce some- 
thing like the Unitarian doctrine of justification ; 
a doctrine which supposes that the death of our 
Saviour made no proper satisfaction to the claims 
of the divine law,—and that the jastice of Heaven 
did not require such satisfaction to he made; but 
that God was always placable and willing to jas- 
tify the sinner by a mere act of sovereign pardon 
as soon as the sinner would turn to him with pe- 
nitence and submission. We consider this doc- 
trine as one of the most insidious and dangerous 
errors, which have ever corrupted the eharch of 
Christ. It sometimes assomes the plausible, but 
deceitful phraseology—that Christ has made-our 
atonement ;—has purchased our redemption, — 
and that we are saved through his merits ; whilst 
it denies, and is intended to deny, that imputation 


the vicarious propitiation for our sins. 
The ability of the sinner is also sometimes 
rashly and erroneously exhibited, as if he were 
able to convert himself, and make himself a new 
heart independently of the sovereign regenerating 
and converting grace of God. This doetrine, 
when carried out, goes to the subversion of our 
creed, and as we believe to the subversion of the 
whole system of the Gospel. Yes on this poiot 
we feel called on to say that there is on the other 
side an error which leads to. an extreme equally 
dangerous and subversive of the Christian. faith. 
We mean the error of those who assert, that 
sinner has no power of any kind for the perform- 
ance of duty. . This error stripe the sinver of bis 
moral agency and tableness, aad introduces 
the heresy of either Antinomiagis@ OF Fatalism.
